THE 1978 MAY SHOW 

Six artists and craftsmen from Ohio f s Western Reserve have won awards 
in The Cleveland Museum of Art's 59th annual May Show. Announcement was made 
Monday, May 1, by Museum Director Sherman E. Lee at a preview of the juried 
exhibition. The 1978 May Show opens May 3 and runs through June 4 in the 
special exhibition galleries of the Museum. 

Moe Brooker, an associate professor of painting at the Cleveland Institute 
of Art, has won the $1000 prize in painting for his work entitled Afternoon 
Delight II . 

The $1000 award for sculpture was received by Eric Lintala, a graduate 
assistant at Kent State University, for his two entries. Resolution No. 18 and 
trinity . 

For the second time the $1000 award in graphics was split between a graphic 
work and a photograph. Phyllis Sloane received $500 for her screenprint Redhead 
in Rose Room and Douglas Dalton was awarded $500 for his photograph, St. John's 
Cathe dral, Providence, Rhode Island, 1810, No. 6 . Sloane is an artist living and 
working in Cleveland Heights and Dalton, a freelance photographer in Rhode Island, 
is a native of the Western Reserve. 

Gary Schlappal, a graduate student at Kent State University, was awarded 
the $1000 prize in crafts for his cylindrical stoneware piece embellished by 
drawings, entitled Military Maneuvers: The Aftermath .

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The Horace E. Potter Memorial Award for Excellence in Craftsmanship went 
to Barbara Udelson Samson, an artist living in Newbury, Ohio, for her silver, 
epoxy, and wood Chanukah candleholder . 

Except for Brooker and Dalton, the award winners have exhibited in past 
May Shows. In addition to the award winning works, the jury cited 13 others 
for special mention. 

Special mentions went to six artists in the paintings category: Patricia 
Zinsmeister Parker for Milk ; Christopher Pekoe for Dark Lady ; Andrew A. Raz for 

Triangles, No. 7; Anthony Schepis for Composed Silence IV ; and Barbara Smukler 
for Fantasia . 

In graphics special mentions were given to Moe Brooker 's The Nicer the Nice, 
The Higher the Price and Thomas Roese's The City News; Wooster, Ohio . 

The only special mention in photography was received by David Heald for 
his untitled portrait of a young woman. 

Two special mentions were awarded in sculpture, one to Andrew Chakalis for 
C*-J, c l e Ei 8 h .t and the other to Ali Hansen for One Man's Meat is Another's Poisson . 

In crafts special mentions went to Bonnie Plohr for Thicket and George Roby 
for 78--1 and 78--2 . 

Of the nearly 2000 objects entered by 1130 individuals, 207 works created 
by 177 artists were selected for the exhibition. The jury consisted of members 
of the Museum's professional staff; William S. Lieberman, Director of Drawings 
at the Museum of Modern Art in New York City; and Toshiko Takaezu, a potter from 
Quakertown, New Jersey. 

During the exhibition the May Show galleries will be open Friday evenings 
until 10 p.m. The Museum is always open on Wednesday evenings until 10 p.m.

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Gallery talks on the May Show will be given at 1:30 p.m. on Wednesday,

One of the largest and most highly regarded exhibitions of regional art 
in the country, the Museum's May Show has been held each year since 1919 except 
for 1970, when construction was being completed on the Museum's educational wing 
The exhibition is assisted by a grant from the Ohio Arts Council.
